MAKERS OF GOOD GOODS ONLY. 
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ON THE great lakes there are signs of an early open- 
ing of traffic. Reports of winter traffic show that 180,- 
106 tons were handled, mostly in trans-lake business, 
during February of this year, as compared with 168,- 
332 tons during February, 1901. For the first two 
months of this year the freight carried was 363,525 
tons, compared with 368,782 tons in I9oI. 


News comes from Auckland that in the North Auck- 
land district there are almost inexhaustible quantities, 
easily procurable, of a vegetable substance, evidently 
the product of the kauri tree. Mr. Travors is manufac- 
turing kauri oil by distillation, obtaining 50 per cent 
of oil from the material. This has been used in place 
of linseed oil for painting, with varying success, and 
its usefulness in the manufacture of vatnishes has been 
proved. 


STATISTICIANS have been delving in patent statistics 
again and have found that Connecticut is leader in 
number of patents taken out. During the ten years 
preceding 1900 the average for Connecticut accord- 
ing to the population was one patent a year to every 
go8 persons. Of all the towns in Connecticut New 
Britain appears to be the most prolific in the produc- 
tion of patented articles. Since the enactment of the 
United States patent laws the town of New Britain has 
produced 1,447 inventions, patented by 344 of her citi- 
zens. The town is practically made up of establish- 
ments built to manufacture articles invented by its citi- 
zens, and there are scores of elegant homes erected out 
of the proceeds. Some idea of the extent to which 
the large manufacturers of New Britain appreciate the 
inventive faculty of their employes and buy up patents 
can be obtained when it is said that eight of the prin- 
cipal manufacturing concerns in New Britain own 
and control among them 811 patents. The king of the 
New Britain inventors is Joseph A. Traut, who has 
113 patents to his credit. 
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THE Kentucky legislature has in past 
years been the scene of disgraceful parti- 
san squabbles, and even of factional hom- 
icides. Exaggerated accounts of these disturbances 
have been printed in sensational newspapers to the 
commercial detriment of the state. Whatever may 
have been the foibles of past legislators in the Blue 
Grass region there is no question but that the last Gen- 
eral Assembly of that commonwealth united on broad 
lines for the industrial development of the wonderful 
resources of Kentucky in a manner worthy of the emu- 
lation of most of our commonwealths. In several of 
our states the legislature is regarded with more or less 
justice as a club of expert and remorseless sandbag- 
vers. 

Large corporate interests in more than one state can 
tell of long struggles in smothering unions and inimi- 
cal legislation often by a resort to tactics that overstep 
the limits of integrity; the excuse being that only by 
stooping to questionable methods could they protect 
their legitimate interests from being ruined by ad- 
verse legislation. 

The last General Assembly in Kentucky was ani- 
mated by a genuine devotion to the interests of that 
commonwealth. The legislators made it their mission 
to encourage capital to make home investments and 
to create commercial opportunities through that com- 
monwealth. 

Among the bills passed to foster home industrial de- 
velopment are the following : 

The passage of the repeal of the “Double” Liability 
Act upon stockholders in industria] enterprises. 

The passage of the act looking to the amendment of 
the Constitution, restoring to all the cities and towns 
the right to adjust taxation on industrial enterprises 
for local purposes only as they may deem in their own 
interest, with due regard to the encouragement of the 
development and extension of these enterprises. 

The passage of the Agricultural Fair act, which 
will materially encourage the live stock interests of the 
state (by the offer of liberal premiums by the state), 
an interest in which Kentucky has for years occupied a 
first place. In addition to the enactment of the fore- 
going measures, the course of the legislature in refus- 
ing to erfact the unwise and unbusinesslike measure 
known as the “Texas” Anti-Trust law (which has not 
proven particularly helpful to the Lone Star common- 
wealth) and the proposed tax on mortgage bonds made 
by non-resident capitalists, and the repeal of the Mc- 
Cain law, which was considered as restrictive and in- 
jurious to tobacco interests—all indicate careful con- 
sideration given to and a progressive interest in the 
business interests in that state, which cannot fail to be 
productive of renewed spirit of enterprise and progress 
in all‘of our business affairs. 

The five years’ exemption from all local taxation in 
the towns and cities in the state, now authorized by the 
Constitution of Kentucky, will be made use of on every 
hand in attracting capital into the state for the upbuild- 
ing of industrial enterprises. 

The matters of legislation above referred to give 
Kentucky a clear field for a fair and successful com- 
petition with the other states—to which is to be added 
the advantages of their great resources, viz., coal fields

almost unlimited, equal to those of all Great Britain ; 
fine timber, hardwood and others in abundance; iron, 
claimed to abound in not less than thirty counties in the 
state; oil discoveries, now promising rich results; fine 
agricultural advantages—and such waterways as the 
Ohio, the Mississippi, the Tennessee, Big Sandy, Ken- 
tucky, Green and Cumberland rivers, and smaller 
streams traversing the state. These ought all to suc- 
cessfully attract large investments of capital in Ken- 
tucky. Wonderful opportunities for investment in 
different parts of the state are open—properties which 
may be had at present at merely nominal prices, with 
wealth of coal, timber and iron—properties which only 
await openings of transportation facilities to yield 
great wealth. 

Kentucky is to be congratulated upon the general 
course of the last General Assembly. Kentuckians 
should push their state now to the front by enterprise 
and development of our home interests, and by an un- 
failing interest in the effort to attract outside capital 
and desirable immigration to join forces with them for 
Kentucky’s welfare. 

This vista of industrial expansion opened up by the 
judicious legislation of a single session of the General 
Assembly of the state contains an obvious moral for the 
business men in all.states, as it emphasizes the necessity 
of picking out legislators possessing breadth of eco- 
nomic vision and unswerving integrity. 

It is pleasant to all of us to see our party holding 
the reins of power in state affairs, but it is folly to 
allow men of questionable morality to squirm into of- 
fice under the cloak of partisan enthusiasm. 

There is need of the iconoclast in legislative circles 
to hurl down noxious special privileges and break into 
pieces the partisan management of public institutions, 
and good citizens in their disgust at political corrup- 
tion generally turn to some man possessing a turbulent 
integrity as the successor of a venal solon. 

These agitators against the infamy of their prede- 
cessors generally prove disappointments as they rarely 
possess constructive ability and content themselves 
rather with declamations against past abuses, personal 
invective and partisan tirades rather than with the de- 
velopment of the industrial resources of their respec- 
tive commonwealths. 

Such necessary development is best handled by busi- 
ness men and the same impulse that leads a business 
man to act as an official in a state association of men 
in his line of commercial endeavor for the common bet- 
terment of all should aiso lead him to interest himself 
in securing men of commercial acumen rather than 
partisan heelers as members of the legislative body of 
his state. 








THE February summary of internal commerce, is- 
sued by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, reports the 
progress of trade movements in the different parts of 
the United States for the first two months of the cal- 
endar year. These figures are gathered through the 
co-operation of the commercial organizations, trade 
periodicals and transportation companies, and present 
from month to month records in comparison 
with the corresponding period for the preceding year. 
The receipts of wheat, for example, at the four lead- 


ing spring wheat markets for the seven months of the 
crop year ending with March 1, 1902, were 144,889,226 
bushels, compared with 107,759,027 bushels for the 
corresponding period of the preceding year. This in- 
crease has given a decidedly stronger impulse to traf- 
fic and values throughout the entire northwest, where 
a return to good harvests has stimulated immigration 
to an extraordinary extent.

“Business is brisk at Bill Johnson’s retail hardware 
emporium, for as we go to press we learn that he has 
not only sold the Widow McCarthy a 75c. dog collar 
and a sure-catch mouse trap, but also supplied Master 
John Harris, the hopeful son of Constable Harris, with 
a bicycle pump, the cash register showing the 25c. slip 
as the little fellow, holding the pump gracefully in one 
hand, swung into the seat of his trusty wheél and 
pedaled off toward the setting sun and the humble but 
happy Harris homestead.” 

“Visitors to the municipality who stroll down Main 
street will look in vain for the copper-bottomed wash 
boilers which so long adorned the front window of 
the Cash Hardware Co.’s handsome store, for last 
Tuesday evening Mrs. Olson, wife of Ole Oleson, who 
lives at Duckhead Junction and occupies a position in 
the road grading department of the Ohio, Indiana &

this gem of the metal workers’ art.”

THESE are days when one must be prepared to be- 
lieve anything. The aboriginal courier who took a 
package of fruit from one Spanish mission to another 
and with it a note stating that Father Xavier herewith 
sent Father Hyacinthe forty-eight pineapples, was 
stricken with terror when told, on reaching his destina- 
tion, that the “paper” accused him of purloining three 
pineapples on the way. He grovelled in the sand be- 
fore the mysterious parchment which could thusly spy 
on his misdemeanors. His wonder was increased on 
the return trip, for when tempted to eat a few of the 
luscious bananas Father Hyacinthe sent to Father Xav- 
ier, he first buried the prying letter deep in the ground, 
covered it up and rolled a heavy stone over it. Then 
he retired behind a dense thicket and ate some of the 
fruit, after which he dug up the paper and proceeded 
on his way. That weird, flat piece of birch bark was 








certainly mesmerized, for it told Father Xavier all 
about his appropriation of fruit that was not his. 
Henceforth pilfering Lo had a marvelous belief in the 
mysterious powers of white paper and birch bark. 

It’s different nowadays. I do not believe many hard- 
ware men would expire from heart disease if an air- 
ship should alight in front of their store, nor if a meth- 
od of the aerial transmission of packages should sud- 
denly consign the delivery wagon and the freight car 
to a common scrap heap. It took a long time for Gali- 
leo to impress upon a skeptical world the fact that this 
world is round, but only a few months ago the world, 
with simple placidity, accepted as facts the astounding 
results of Marconi’s experiments. People look on a 
man who is surprised as an old fogy. The world has 
evidently resurrected the Horatian motto of nil ad 
mirari as the blazer of its scientific trials. 

However, I was surprised the other day to pick up 
a copy of the National Geographical Magazine and 
read about a country where wild raspberries, red cur- 
rants, blueberries and cranberries will be found in pro- 
fusion. In places the grass grows as high as a man’s 
head. In thirty or forty places along the’coast, and at 
many points in the interior, practically all of the cereals 
of the temperate zone, most of the vegetables and a 
considerable variety of cultivated flowers have been 
grown with much success for several years. Fine spring 
wheat has been raised for three years past. Barley 
sown in May of 1901 was ripe by the middle of August. 
Oats and potatoes thrive in many places. Cattle are 
kept at nearly every settlement. This country can fur- 
nish homesteads of 320 acres each to 200,000 families, 
and she has abundant resources to support a population 
of at least 3,000,000 persons. 

The name of the country, you ask? Alaska.

TRUTH is stranger than fiction, it is said, and the 
news told me the past week by a traveling man who 
makes western Wisconsin would seem to bear this out. 
“The similarity in the lives of William and Henry 
Marriott seems to have followed them even to the por- 
tals of another world. Too often one sees brother ar- 
rayed against brother, commercially at least, and the 
first murder, as we all know, was that of one brother 
by another. These two prosperous hardware dealers 
were partners in the city of Baraboo for over twenty 
years, and the way they got along without a particle of 
friction was a beautiful sight to see. Day after day 
they lived, each sufficient unto the other, and each loyal 
and steadfast to the other’s interests. When the 
elder brother was stricken with pneumonia and 
died, the younger seemed dazed. He _ could 
hardly grasp the fact of the separation, and 
there is no doubt in my mind that his stolid 
but bitter grief over the rude breaking of the 
ties of a lifetime weakened his powers of resistance 
and made him an easy prey to the same disease that 
struck his brother down. It was not a week since the 
people of Baraboo were shocked to learn that one who 
had done business for a score of years in their midst in 


such a manner as to inspire the respect of all had 


passed away before the news came that the brief sep- 
aration between these sons of the same parents and 
lifelong business associates was over, and they were 
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partners again in the bourne from which no traveler re- 
turns. United in childhood, in business and social life 
and in death—such is the record of these hardware 
dealers, late of Baraboo, Wis.” 

Tue fire patrol reports from Philadelphia during the 
year IQOI state that defective flues caused 244 out of 
3,017 fires in that city. That there should be so many 
fires from this source is a sad commentary on the 
slovenly work of masons and the gross neglect of duty 
by building inspectors. There is also a lesson in these 
figures for the stove trade. Stoves are not made to 
adapt themselves to defects in chimney construction, 
and it is highly creditable that so many of them do so, 
though, of course, at the cost of an impaired efficiency. 
The idea underlying stove construction is, of course, 
that it will have a sufficient draft, and where this is 
lacking people have “trouble with the stove.” The 
interior of a chimney is a hard place to inspect, and 
hence offers an inviting field for slovenly and neglected 
work. 

Unhappily, the incompetent or careless bricklayer 
is not called to task for this state of things. It is the 
poor stove man who sells the stove which is connected 
to this chimney whose shoulders must bear the wrath 
of the indignant householder. With fierce dudgeon 
they order him to take his stove and begone and airily 
refuse to listen to his explanations as to the cause of the 
trouble. 

If the stove dealer is a green hand he passes the 
stove with a second-hand tale of trouble back to the 
maker. If he has been through similar cases before 
he takes time to make a few simple experiments to test 
the construction of the chimney and as a rule he will 
be able to demonstrate to the angry householders the 
existence of a defective flue. 

It would seem to a layman that it would not be such 
a difficult task to build a satisfactory chimney, but in 
actual practice there are many defective flues.

Tue world’s sugar production has grown from I,- 
150,000 tons in 1840 to 8,800,000 tons in 1900. During 
the same period the world’s population has grown, ac- 
cording to the best estimates, from 950,000,000 to 
about 1,500,000,000. Thus, sugar production has in- 
creased about 650 per cent, while population was in- 
creasing but about 50 per cent. Coming nearer home 


‘and considering the United States alone, it is found 


that the consumption of sugar, which in 1850 was only 
22 pounds per capita, was in 1901 over 68 pounds per 
capita. One especially striking fact in this connection 
is the rapidly increasing proportion of the world’s en- 
larged sugar consumption which is supplied by beets. 
According to the latest statistics, beets, which sup- 
plied in 1840 less than 5 per cent of the world’s sugar, 
in 1900 supplied 67 per cent of the greatly increased 
consumption ; while gane, which then supplied 95 per 
cent of the world’s sugar consumption, now supplies 
but 33 per cent. Stated in quantities, it may be said 
that the world’s cane sugar supply has grown from 
1,100,000 tons in 1840 to 2,850,000 tons in 1900, an 
increase of 160 per cent, while that of beets has grown 
from 50,000 tons in 1840 to 5,950,000 tons in 1900, an 
increase of 11,800 per cent.

It is said the United States Steel Co., are contemplat- 
ing taking over the American Can Co. 
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The Eureka Steel Range Co., capitalized at $5,000, 
has been incorporated at O’Fallon, IIl. 


It is reported that the oil stove factory of Julius 
Louis, New Albany, Ind., will shortly be placed in 
operation again. 


On March 23d the 150 merchants in Point Coupe 
parish, New Orleans, were all arrested and fined $25 
each for violation of the Sunday law. 


The Gurney Stove Works will move their entire 
plant to Toronto Junction, Canada, where they will 
occupy some twelve acres of ground. 


On March 2ist the plant of the Chesapeake Stove 
Co., Baltimore, Md., was sold at auction to Samuel 
R. Wood for $3,750, subject to a mortgage of $23,285. 


The reports alleging that the United States Steel 
Corporation contemplated a general advance of steel 
prices to take effect April 1 have been authoritatively 
denied. 


A curious phase of the heavy prevalent demand for 
iron and steel is shown in the recent importation of 
10,000 tons of pig iron from England by Pittsburg 
manufacturers. 


It is said that an important centralization of nickel- 
producing interests is being effected and that Col. Rob- 
ert M. Thompson and others have secured control of 
practically one-half of the world’s production of nickel. 


H. A. Monath of Homestead is president, M. F. 
Risher of Hays is secretary and treasurer of the Key- 
stone Foundry & Mfg. Co., McKeesport, Pa., capital- 
ized at $15,000 for the manufacture of stoves and 
ranges.

HARDWARE JOBBERS IN A COMBINATION. 





The daily press is full of stories of a merger of hard- 
ware jobbing interests. It is said the capitalization of 
this new combine will be $30,000,000 and that the 
Simmons Hardware Co., St. Louis ; Bindley Hardware 
Co., Pittsburg ; Bigelow & Dowse Co., Boston ; Supplee 
Hardware Co., Philadelphia, and Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co., are all in the deal. The Simmons 
Hardware Co. have given the promoters of this merger 
an “option,” viz., that they will sell their business for 
$7,000,000 spot cash. There are probably precious few 
readers of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN who would not 
take $7,000,000 for the business if they were in the 
shoes of E. C. Simmons and his partners. 

Charles H. Conover, secretary of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co., declares that that firm has not given 
any option on their interests and have not even been 
requested to do so. 

This statement of Mr. Conover is not wholly coin- 
cident with the statement in the Chicago Inter Ocean 
of March 23 that “It is learned positively that options 
were secured on the Simmons Co., Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co. of Chicago, the Bindley Hardware Com- 
pany of Pittsburg, Bigelow & Dowse of Boston, and 
the Supplee Hardware Co. of Philadelphia. 

Then again we learn that the proposed company 
will be national in scope, and will be capitalized at 
something like $100,000,000. The law firm of Reed, 
Simpson, Thatcher & Barnum has charge of the legal 
ends involved. The promoters are very uncommuni- 
cative and decline to indicate what progress has been 
made since last they were in conference here. Their 
general attitude, however, is confident, and they seem 
to be more sanguine than ever of a successful issue of 
their plans. Many options have been taken on job- 
bing concerns from the Mississippi valley east, and a 
number of options that recently expired are understood 
to have been renewed. It is said to be the purpose of 
the promoters to get options on at least one big job- 
bing house in every large city in the country, but in 
several of the big hardware centers, such as Chicago, 
St. Louis, Minneapolis and Milwaukee, options have 
been secured on as many as four concerns in one place.” 

F. K. Maus of Kelley, Maus & Co., Chicago, said: 
“T don’t know anything about a hardware merger, ex- 
cept what I see in the daily papers. No one has ap- 
proached us on the subject.” 
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A member of Edwin Hunt’s Sons, Chicago, re- 
mained non-committal as to whether they had given 
any one an option on their business. 

J. H. Patterson of the Wells & Nellegar Co., Chicago. 
said: “Thirty millions is quite a sum of money. I 
would prefer not to state whether our firm has been 
approached on this proposition or not, and must de- 
cline to state whether we have given any one an option 
or not. The scheme is not consummated yet, at any 
rate.” 

Geo. W. Trout of Geo. W. Trout & Co., Chicago, 
“We have not been approached by any- 
body and have not given any one an option on our 
plant. I do not think the scheme is going to succeed. 
In fact, it is probably simply a scheme of the Simmons 
Hardware Co. to get a good price for their business. 
They have reached the top notch and must do some- 
thing to hold their ground. I should not be a bit 
surprised if the newly organized Norvell-Shapleigh Co 
were not pushing them pretty hard. I know from what 
I hear that the Simmons people are losing ground in 
some quarters.”’ 

'L. H. Beck,.president of Beck & Gregg Co., Atlanta, 
Ga., says: “I know absolutely nothing of the proposed 
trust, and my firm will certainly not enter it. I do not 
know what other firms in Atlanta will do, but I do not 
believe any firm in this city will enter the trust.” 

Walter Stauffer of Stauffer, Eshleman & Co., New 
Orleans, says: “About a week ago we were invited to 
discuss a proposed consolidation of some of the large 
hardware concerns of the country. Whether anything 
will be done is very difficult to say. The idea, of 
course, is to have the busines work in harmony under 
one general management.” 

In a recent interview John C. Koch of the Pritzlaff 
Hardware Company stated that he knew nothing what- 
ever about the alleged revival of the hardware trust 
idea, which now comes up again in New York. He 
states that there are no negotiations with the Pritzlaff 
Company to go into any such combine, and that he sup- 
posed the whole thing had been dead for about one 
year.

ADDRESS OF T. JAMES FERNLEY. 





The following address was delivered before the 
Pennsylvania Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association at 
their banquet held March 26 at Pittsburg, by T. James 
Fernley, secretary of the National Hardware Associa- 
tion: 

REPRESENTATIVES OF A RICH STATE. 

It affords me a great deal of pleasure to meet so many 
1epresentative ladies and gentlemen of the hardware 
business of Pennsylvania at this banqueting board. 

You have much to be congratulated upon being Penn- 
sylvanians, representatives of the State which probably 
is richer in product than any other state in the Union, 
whose soil contains more value and lends more to the 
civilization of the world than any territory of similar 
extent in the known world. 

A PROSPEROUS ERA. 

You are to be congratulated upon living in the pres- 
ent era, which history will record as being the most 
prosperous since the formation of the world; an era 
in which such rapid strides have been made in art, 
science, literature and commerce. 

You are to be congratulated on the advancement 
you have made as business men, which advancement is 
noted in no more effective way than in the formation 
of an organization, the object of which is to elevate 
the standard of conducting business. 

You are to be congratulated upon being engaged in 
such an honorable business. A business in which 
there is no deception, the commodities you handle hav- 
ing the reputation for superiority, which commends 
them upon mere mention of the name of the brand to 
the purchaser. 

REPRESENTATIVE OF A GREAT ORGANIZATION. 

I am very happy to appear as the representative of 
the greatest trade organization which has ever been 
formed in the known world, an organization whose 
membership covers the entire United States, em- 
ploying upwards of 2,500 salesmen, distributing goods 
from manufactuiers to an amount estimated to be 
$160,000,000. I do not possess the literary ability requi- 
site to properly interest you on this occasion. 

AN INTERESTING STORY. 
My life from early boyhood days has been devoted 


to the serious proposition of earning a livelihood, and 
it is only within the last few years that I have been 


compelled to appear in public. I will doubtless make 
mistakes which will be quickly observed by many in an 
audience containing so much intelligence as that which 
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environs me at the present time. However, life is made 
up of mistakes. I am reminded of a scene which oc- 
curred in our city a few years ago when the Traction 
Company issued orders that all parcels which could 
not be held in the lap should be charged at the rate 
of one fare. After the car left the depot, the conductor 
noticed a trunk on the platform, and a man standing 
beside it with one foot on the same. The conductor 
came forward, the man handed his fare, which was 
rung up, and then demanded a fare for the trunk. The 
passenger objected. The conductor put the trunk off 
the car, leaving it beside the track. He resumed his 
place on the rear platform and after the car had pro- 
ceeded several blocks, he went forward and asked the 
passenger what he was going to do about the trunk. 
“Do! I am going to do nothing. The trunk does not 
belong to me, but to the big fat woman inside.” 


A SERIOUS MISTAKE. 

I said that our lives were largely made up of mis- 
takes, and this is emphasized by the fact that up to the 
present time so many of the retail merchants of the 
country have made such a serious mistake in not con- 
necting themselves with these trade organizations. It 
is recognized by the leading men in commerce to-day 
(and in this general phase, I mean to include the manu- 
facturer) that much could be accomplished by organ- 
ized effort which it is utterly impossible to achieve 
through individual effort. In speaking of mistakes I 
am reminded of an incident which happened in the ca- 
reer of my Sainted father, who for 54 years was a min- 
ister in the Methodist Episcopal Church. Each indi- 
vidual church, as my Methodist friends present, are 
well aware, is sub-divided into classes, each class hav- 
ing its leader. Once a week the members of the class 
assembled in one of the class rooms of the church to 
relate their Christian experience and are given words 
of consolation and advice by the leader. 

My father desiring to become acquainted as quickly 
as possible with the members of a church to which he 
had been assigned started to visit the classes before 
he had moved into the church parsonage. The leader 
resigned his leadership for the evening and favored 
the pastor. One of the first to give him his experience 
was a big, hearty fellow. He spoke about as follows: 
“My dear brothers and sisters, during the past week 
I have passed through the severest affliction of my life. 
The dear companion with whom I have gone in and 
out of these walls of Zion for the last 15 years has 
left me. My cup is running over; pray for me.” Amid 
sobs he takes his seat. 

The pastor arose and said: “My dear brother, you 
have the sympathy of your pastor, your leader, and 
your fellow classmates. We all know what it is to have 
sorrow. I would not even bid you brush away those 
tears of love and affection. No doubt your dear com- 
panion, of whom you speak so affectionately is now 
basking in the sunbeams of eternal life. Doubtless 
she is now looking over the parapet walls of e 

The brother through his tears said, “No, she is not 
dead—she went away. with another fellow.” 





REFERENCE TO THE HARDWARE MERCHANT. 
In my opening remarks I said that you were to be 
congratulated upon being engaged in such an honor- 
able business. The men around this board are com- 








peting with each other, and are doing so in an honor- 
able manner. The Good Book commends you. The 
wise man said, “seest thou a man diligent in his busi- 
ness, he shall stand before kings.” The wise man 
certainly alluded to the hardware merchant, for what 
business requires as much diligence as the buying and 
selling of hardware. We venture the assertion that 
there is no business more full of detail than this, our 
chosen vocation, and indeed, if the wise man, whom we 
quote here were alive to-day, I am sure he would de- 
cide that every retailer and wholesaler of hardware in 
the United States was entitled to attend the coronation 
of King Edward and thus carry out the saying, “he 
who is diligent in business, shall stand before kings.” 

For 25 years, your speaker has endeavored to be 
diligent in his business and on some occasions has also 
endeavored to be diligent in the business of others, but 
up to the present time, the nearest he has ever come 
to standing before kings was on the occasion of his 
introduction a few days ago to Prince Henry of 
Prussia. 

ARE MEETING WITH DIFFICULTIES. 

You are meeting with many difficulties in the con- 
duct of your business, and these difficulties must be 
met with diligence. We heard a few days ago of a 
man who was visited by his wife’s mother. She was 
taken sick. The doctor was called. He said she was 
in a very bad condition, and should be sent to a warmer 
climate. The son-in-law left the room, and after an 
absence of a few minutes came into the hall and beck- 
oned the doctor to come out of the room, and handing 
him an axe which he had gotten out in the wood-shed, 
said: “I knew you would say she should go to a warmer 
climate, but I have not the heart to do it. You take 
the axe.” This son-in-law endeavored to shift the re- 
sponsibility. The hardwareman to-day cannot shift 
the responsibility which confronts him. He must meet 
the issue as it arises. 


SHOULD HEW TO THE LINE. 

We realize that the department store and catalogue 
house are both making inroads into our business. It 
is our duty to take the axe, “hew to the line, let the 
chips fall where they may.” 

I thank you again for the honor which you have 
conferred upon the National Hardware Association in 
inviting me, its unworthy representative to appear be- 
fore you, and I sincerely hope that on the occasion of 
your second annual banquet, your membership will be 
greatly increased, in fact I hope the time will come 
when every man engaged in the retail hardware busi- 
ness in the State of Pennsylvania will morally and 
financially support the Pennsylvania Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association.

THE TRADE PAPER. 





The reading of journals takes time, as well as the 
money required for subscription to such periodicals, 
but any business man could well afford the investment 
of the few dollars required yearly for the necessary 
books and papers, and one or two hours’ systematic 
reading each day will be sufficient to keep one well 
posted in all matters pertaining to his business. Right- 
ly considered, it is not an expense or a waste of time, 


but an investment in business education. 


I have heard 


men declare that it would be impossible to find the 
time for reading or study, as the requirements of their 
business were so exacting that every minute of the day 
was fully cccupied. In such cases I have usually found 
that their time was chiefly occupied in doing the petty 
routine work of their establishments, which, had they 
been more able business men, would have been per- 
formed by a clerk. To the head of a business who

for study or reading, I would say, 


“take time—hire another clerk if necessary. If your 


brains cannot make you more money than your hands, 
you of a certainty need’ more business knowledge. 
Satisfactory help can easily be hired to perform the 
routine work of the drug store, but you cannot hire a 


man to do your thinking and the driving of your busi- 


ness, at least not for any salary that you can afford to 


pay.”—W. A. Dawson, in the American Druggist.

MAXIMITE, 


A NEW EX PLOSIVE. 





According to Leslie’s Monthly, maximite, recently 
adopted by the government, has satisfactorily stood 


every test to which it has been subjected. 


It is very 


inexpensive to manufacture, has a fusion point below 
the temperature of boiling water, cannot be exploded 


from ignition, and, indeed, cannot be 


heated hot 


enough to explode,’ for it will boil away like water 


without exploding. 


It is, therefore, perfectly safe to 


melt over an open fire for filling projectiles, in the 
same manner that asphalt is melted in a street caul- 


dron. 


Should the material by any chance catch fire it 


would simply burn away like asphalt, without explod- 
ing. When cast into shells it not only solidifies into a 
dense, hard, incompressible mass on cooling, but it 
expands and sets hard upon the walls of the projectile, 


like sulphur. 


That is to say, it expands in the same 


way as water does in freezing. When a shell filled 
with it strikes armor-plate the maximite does not shift 
a particle, and it is so insensitive that it not only stands 
the shock of penetration of the thickest armor-plate 
which the shell itself can go through, but it will not 


explode, even if the projectile breaks upon the plate. 
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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 


TION. 


The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this advance 
report of the iron and steel situation: 

Rather less activity in iron and steel is noted but 
no loss of price, firmness observable; the peculiar sit- 
uation of the foundry pig iron market is shown by 
the fact that prices of that grade are $1 higher per ton 
than Bessemer ; finished iron and steel has been active; 
implement and wagon manufacturers buying heavily of 
steel bars, which are nominally $2 per ton higher des- 
pite the fact that tin plate mills are booked for five 
months ahead; the leading interests continues to take 
orders at $4 per box. Testimony to the activity in 
hardware is well nigh unanimous. Chicago reports 
demand active beyond all precedent, Jobbers in cut- 
lery and builders’ hardware at New York report lia- 
bility to secure supplies fast enough. 





WIRE NAILS. 


Wire nails in single carload lots are quoted at $2.20 
while smaller lots are 5 to 1oc higher. 


CUT NAILS. 


Cut nails remain at the old figure of $2.20 for small 
lots. 


BARB WIRE. 


Painted barb wire is $2.80 in carload and $2.85 in 
small lots. 

Galvanized barb wire is $3.10 in single carload lots 
and $3.15 in small lots. 


WASHERS. 


Washers have been advanced 2-I10c per Ib. the past 
week and are now quoted at 5.8c off list. 


ROPE. 


Rope is firm and sisal 11-16 inch and larger is listed 
at 10c per lb. Manila rope 7-16 inch and larger is 13c 
per Ib. 


GLASS. 


The Glass Jobbers’ Association quote glass from 
store at 95 and 5 per cent off. 


BARS. 


The demand for bar iron continues very strong and 
all indications point to a heavy increase. This is the 
most active branch of the iron and steel trade, and the 
mills have announced that up to April 1 all orders 
above 500 tons will be taken on the basis of 1.65c, Chi- 
cago. After this date, it is understood no concessions 
from 1.75c will be made to either large or small buy- 
ers. Bar iron is very strong, and some sales are re- 
ported at 1.95c. We quote iron bars at 1.85c, Chi- 
cago; steel bars 1.75c, Chicago; out of store, 2.10c. 





SHEETS. 


The volume of business is fair and prizes out of 
store remain firm, and have been advanced some on 
small orders. We quote No. 27 black from store 3.45¢ 
to 3.50c, and galvanized 70 per cent to 70 and 2% per 
cent. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


Notwithstanding that material is hard to obtain, sev- 
eral buildings are reported as going up. From the 
large number of inquiries received by jobbers, it is 
presumed that contractors expect to get the material 
from these sources, though the rapidity with which 
these stocks are diminishing does not promise well for 
the date of completion of these structures. We quote 
mill shipments, carload lots, as follows: Beams, 15 
inches and under, 1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; 
angles, 6x6 and under, 1.75c; over 6x6, 1.85c; plates, 
1.75c; base, tees, 1.80c ; zees, 1.75c; lots from store, an- 
gles, 2.50c, minimum; tees, 2.55c, minimum; beams 
and channels, 2.50c per pound, minimum. 


RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


Further inquiries are reported for steel rails of 
standard sections, for such delivery as mills can make. 
Track supplies and light rails are in good demand, but 
owing to the crowded condition of mills, delivery can- 
not be promised within six months. We quote as fol- 
lows : Standard rails, $28 ; light sections, $36 to $38, ac- 
cording to size; out of store, $40 to $44; splice bars, 
1.80c to 1.90c; spikes, 2.30c; track bolts and hexagon 
nuts, 2.90c to 3.90c; out of store, 3.10c; square nuts, 
base, 2.75c to 2.85c ; out of store, 2.95c. 


BILLETS. 


We hear of no large sales for billets, but carload lots 
have been sold at $38 a ton for Bessemer, and $40 a 
ton for open-hearth. 


MERCHANT STEEL. 


The heavy buying movement on the part of imple- 
ment manufacturers for their season’s supply con- 
tinues, and mills have booked a large tonnage in the 
past week. We quote mill shipments, Chicago deliv- 
ery, as follows: Smooth finished tire steel, 1.95c to 2c; 
open-hearth spring steel, 2.45c to 2.60c; sleigh shoe, 
1.65c to 1.80c, flat sizes; concave and convex, 2c; out 
of store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 2.40c to 2.60c; machinery 
steel, 2.15c to 2.25c, base; plow steel 2.50c and up- 
wards, according to quality; toe calk, 2.25c to 2.35c; 
out of stock, 2.40c to 2.60c; ordinary tool steel, 6c to 
7c; specials, 13c and upwards; less than carload lots, 
5 per cent to 10 per cent higher; cold rolled shafting, 
carload lots, 50 per cent off, Chicago; less than car 
load lots, 45 per cent off, Chicago.
